11 is lioath had been 
oxpooted daily fur tlio past three nioiitha, 
uiul althniiL;h the world is not taken by 
Burprise, thorojjruts at thu iKisaing away of 
80 great a man will' he none the Icaa 
keenly felt than if he had fallen in battle 
years ago. Ulysses Simpson Grant was 
the oighteonth president of the United 
States, was burn at Point I'leasant, Ohio, 
April 27, 1822. Ho izniduatud from the 
military academy at Weat I'oint in 184;t, 
received his conuiiisaion as second lieuten- 
ant in 1845, and served in the iMoxicau 
campaign under (Jenerala Taylor and 
Scott. In 1852 he was ordered to Oregon, 
and in August, 1853, beoaine captain. He 
rosiKned hia 3unimiasion in July, 18.04, 
and after a renid»Mice of four or live years 
in St. Lonis, removed in 1850 to Oalena, 
Illinois, where he eni,'a;^eil in husine.ss 
with his fatlier and brothers. h'rom this 
privacy ho was drawn unt by the eivil 
war, and having acted a.s aido du-canip to 
the governor of Illinuib in ISCI, and after 
wards as colonel of the "Jlst Illinois 
volnnteers, was niiulo a brif^adier-ijeiieral 
in July, 181)1. W hile in coinmand at 
Cairo ho secured Padueah, and with it. 
Kentucky. In Nov., 18til. lie fought the 
battle of liuliiiont, and in Jan., 18G2, 
conducted a reconnoisanco in the rear of 
Oolunibua. Fort Uonr; fell Feb. Cth, 
and ton days after Fcrt Donelaon sur- 
rendered to him unconditionally, bemi^ 
followed by the evacuation of C!idaml)ii.s 
and Bowling tireen. He was m.ide com- 
mander I'f the district of West Tennosaee, 
and hia forces advanced up that rivor to 
Pittahurg Ltiiuliiig, and fought, April Oth 
and 7thi the battle of Shiloh, at which 
the confederate general, Albert Sidney 
Johnston lost his life. Ho was second 
in coniiimiul to (!en. HalK'ck during 
thu siege of Corinth, and when tlie latter 
was ordered to Washington, (irunt waa 
appointed to take coininaiul of the de- 
partment of Tonncsaea. lie captured 
A'^iuksburg on the Misaisaippi, July 7th, 
and after a partial defeat of the union 
troops, under (!en. I! 'lu'vrnii.s at Oliicka 
^nanga, Tenii., in Sept., lie w.is aasigned 
to the eoiiimaiid of thi' largely reinforced 
army, and in Novenilier defeated (ieii. 
Hragg at Chattanooga, close by. In 
March, 1801, I'reaidutit Lincoln appointed 
him lieutuiunt-guneritl, and conferred on 
him the powers of goiieral-ln-uliief of the 
vast armies in the lleld. Invested with 
thia uuthnrity, and having re-organized 
tho army of the east, and arranged with 
Gen. Sherman, the commander of the 
weat, to move against (ieii. ,(. .lohn- 
stun, at thu same time that he moved 
against Gen. Lee, ho prepared for a vig- 
oroua and protracted canipuign. The two 
arniioa moved early in May, and, after a 
serios of hard fought battlen, aiternaling 
with repeated Hanking movements, which 
the skill and tact nf iW'n. Leo rendered 
abortive. Gen. (liant cros.ied the Jamea 
river between the 12ih and loth of June, 
1864, and (iroceeded to lay soige t<.i Ilicli- 
mnnd and Poteraburg from the north and 
northeast, while a very coiiHidorablo army 
waa cutting oil' their supplies and '.lestmy- 
ing their railroad at the south and sonth- 
woat. At length one railroad after aiiol h- 
er having been out. and the two citiea of 
Richmond and Petersburi; reduced to 
great atraits, while the army of Gen. Lee 
was rapidly diminishing, the last line was 
broken on .-^pril 2nd, 1805, and Loe and 
tho remnant of liia army tied westward 
pursued by (Jrant. Cn the Utii of April, 
181)5; Leo surrendered with his entire 
command to (irant at Ap|)omattox com I 
houae, Virginia. The aurrender of the 
other armies, In North Oaroliua, Alaba 
ma and Texas followed anon after and the 
war ended. After itsi close tlie gratitude 
of the people to (len. (Jrant found ex 
preaainn in numerous and valuable gifts. 
On July 25, 18(i(i, congress having creat- 
ed tho grade of general of the army liitb. 
orto unknown in the army of the L nited 
States, he was commissioned general the 
aanie day, and Major-Generiil Sher- 
man promoted to bo lieutenant-Celi- 
oral. During the dillicnities of 
President JobiLstnii ivilh his cabinet, (Jen . 
< irant served for a abort time aa secretary 
oi war ail interim, Aug., 1807, to Feb., 
18U8. He waa elected prQaiiioiit ill Nov , 
1808, receiring 314 out of the 2!) I elec- 
toral votea of tho 20 stati s then recog- 
nized as belonging to the union. lie waa 
inaugurated Mareh -Ith, 180",). His ad- 
ministration was, upon tho whole, satis- 
factory; and in 1872 ho was nomin.ited for 
a second term of four yeara by the Re- 
publican National Coiivont ion. But in 
the nicantimo dissali.ifactiun had grown 
up among some piromineiit members of 
the republican piirly. Tbc-io taking the 
name of "liberal republieaiia" ni/miiiated 
for president Mr. Horace Greeley cif the 
New Yr.rk Tribune. The Democraiic 
National Convention aUo nominated Mr. 
Greeley, although he had iilwaya beiui a 
Btrniig opponent of the democratic [larty. 
At the p-esidmitial election lield in Nov., 
1872, (irant received 208 electoral votes 
and tireuley 80, though hia popular ma- 
jority was only 702 il'Jl out of a total vole 
of 6,731,149. Mr. Greeley died just after 
the result of the election was evident. 
Duriiij the second administration ol Pre- 
sident (irant grave dillicultics arose, grow- 
ing mainly out of liiiaiieial ((Hestioiis and 
tho disturbed condition of tho South. 
Though a number of the leadora and a 
considerable portiiui of the republican 
party desired hia renowinution in 1876, 
public opinion in advance of the ctuivoii- 
tioii was so emphatic against violating the 
well settled limitation to two terms, that 
his iiaiiiB iva.s not formally prejenleil. Im 
mediately upon tho expir.iti )ii of his term 
of oUice, March -Itli, 1877, he set out upon 
an extensive tour round the world which 
lasted until the spring of 1880. Though 
no longer anything mora than a private 
citizen of the republic, ho was everywhere 
received with the utmost conaider.itii)ii 
and distinction due to the eminent civil 
and military positions ho had held. At 
the republican national convention of 
1880 his political adherents once mora en- 
deavored to secure his nomination, olaitn- 
ing that the custom oatabliahod by Wash- 
ington applied only to three consecutivo 
terms, and hence would not be violaled if 
the nomination were again given to (jeri. 
Grant after a break in the oontinuity of 
hia ollice. They did not succeed, howev- 
er, and the nomination was given tu Mr. 
iSarfiald. Since hia return from Europe, 
Gen. Grant has resided chiefly in Now 
York. Since hia misfortune about a year 
ago, whon all his wealth waa awallowed 
up in tho disastroua failure c.iused by tho 
transactions of his unacrupulous partner, 
Ward, Gen. Grant'a health has gradually 
failed. The passing of the bill by the late 



congress, retiring him from tho army with 
a coriaiderato pension, cast a gleam of 
cheerf Illness over hia last days, showing, 
as it did, that his past services were nut 
forgotten. For some time before his 
death G«n. Grant had been engaged writ- 
ing his autobiography, which is not qiiito 
completed, but will be published in ita 
present state. 

FOR DEFENCES. 

Our estoenicd but intensely sectional 
friend of the Ciduiiibiau, in referring tn 
tho purchase of the torpedo boats for the 
defence of Victoria and Esiiuimalt, asks 
what is being done for tho protection of 
Kraaer river, Burrard Inlet and Nanaiinol 
How absurd this question appears when 
uttered in the same sentence with tho 
atateinent of thu fact that provision has 
been made for the defence of N^ictoria and 
Eaquiinalt. Tho announcement that tor- 
pedo boats havo been bought for the de- 
fence of those two porta slujuld bo sulli- 
cieutassuranoeto the Coluuibian that main- 
land interests have not been overlooked. 
Military and naval authorities have stated 
that tho key to Britain's power in tho 
North Pacific is held by Eaquimalt and 
Vi\;toria. If either or both of those 
places ahould fall the remainder of the 
coaat lino could not be defended. Bur - 
rard Inlet, Nanainio and Fraaer river 
poaaesa no strategic importance, for with 
lilaiiuimalt and Victoria 'n the hands of 
an enemy tho other porta would bo ab- 
soliitol}' indefonaible. Wo aro awaru that 
an e.x-army (dlicer recomineiided the es- 
tablishment of the dockyard at Port 
Moody — it wouKl be such a capital jilace 
for Her Majesty's fleet to liido in. (The 
idea of the lirilish war .ihip seeking 
a hidiiigplacu in tho event of war!) True, 
Col. Cruaainan, who visited and examin- 
ed Esquimau ofUcially, reported that 
it is capable of defence, and that as a 
matter of fact, its retention as tho naval 
depot is in the highe.it sen.si^ advisable. 
\ cry waa hoard during tho Port Moody 
"boom" that Col. Croaaman had recoiii- 
monded the removal of the dockyard. 
That waa true enough; but the "boomera" 
forgot to add that the recommend- 
ation comprehended the removal of 
the yard to a point higher u\) 
on Esciuimalt harbor than the present lo- 
cation, and not ita transportation to Bur- 
rard -iilet, as was suggested by certain 
interested [larties at the time, itecont 
events have shown that the admiralty, in- 
stead of changing the location of the 
dockyard, havo decided to retain it at 
Uuntze Point and to adopt a feasible plan 
of iirotecting it by the employineiit of 
torpedoes and torpedo-boats, lle.nco tho 
[lurehaso of the .Swift and Sure and the 
large shipment of torpedoes to this sta- 
tion, tho only depot of British naval 
s'orea on the North Pacilic. Our main- 
land contemporary may rest aereno with 
the assurance that "All's well" with the 
mainland coast and Nanaimo. \ ict(uia 
and Esquimau are to bo protected with" 
the oxi]res3 object of defending Burrard 
Inlut, I'^raaormouth and tho coal resources 
of the province. The imperial author- 
ities are doing their share by the reten- 
tion here of an edicient naval force; and 
the Dominion authorities propo.io to do 
their share by establishing and maintain - 
ing at this point a garrison of regular.-t. 
What stronger assurances could our con- 
temporary desire than these I So long aa 
Vancouver Island exists aa British ter- 
ritory so lung will the whole coaat lino be 
aafo from invasion. Tho "tight little 
ialo" haa for centuries atood as a aentiiiel 
beating back the winds ami waves that 
.sweep in from the broad Pacitie, and 
which, but for the rooky front tho 
island interposes, would make Buriaril 
Inlet a rocky and inaccesaiblo cauoii, and 
tho approaches to Fraaer river the mcsi 
dangerous in tho world. A'^ancnuvor 1"- 
land is an impregnable buttreaa agaiiiat 
the ravagoa of "wind and weather" and 
of war on thu lower mainland.

Mount McGkrqor, July 23.T-Gener a 
Grant died at seven minutes after eight 
this morning. All tho family wore gath- 
ered about tho deathbed. As tho su- 
preme moment approached, l\Ir«. (irant, 
in groat mental agony, [iroaaed both hia 
hands, and leaning forward tenderly kiss- 
en the faco of the dying (iuiioral. Col. 
Fred (jrant sst silontly, hut ovidontly 
Reeling much, though his bearing was that 
of a aoldierly son at the deathbed of his 
hero father. U. S. Grant, jr., was deep- 
ly moved, but Jeaso bore the scone stead - 
ily, and the ladies, whilo watchini; with 
bathed cheeks, were silent. The moruing 
hud passed five minutes beyond eight 
o'clock, aiul there waa not oiio of the 
strained ami waiting watchers but who 
could watch thu nearness of tho life-tide 
to ita final ebbing. Dr. Douglas noted 
the nearnesa of the supreme moment, and 
(luielly approached the bedaiilo and bent 
above it, and whilo ho did so the aiurow 
of the gray haired physician seoiiied close- 
ly allied willi that of thu family. Dr. 
Shrady also drew near. It waa uoveii iiiiii- 
utea after eight and tlio eyes of tho Ueii 
eral were closing; his breathing grow 
more hushed; the lust functions 
of tho heart and lunga wuro 
hastened (ui to the closing of the ex- 
presiiient's life. A very peaceful eipres- 
aiiui Boomed to bo doopening on tho tirtii 
and strong-lined faco, and it was retlocted 
aa a closing comfort in tho sad hearts that 
beat quietly under the aireas of the long 
susnenao. A minute more had ])nsaod 
and aa it was cloaing tho general drew a 
deeper breath. Tliuro was an exhalation 
like that of one roliovod of long and anx- 
ious tension. Tho moiiibors of tho group 
were impoUod each a step iioorer tho bod; 
each waited to note tho next respiration, 
but it did not come then— it never came. 
There was absolute stillness in the room 
^ aiul a hiiflli of ex|)octanoy, so that no

eiigiiirt thai all night had waited by Moun- 
tain depot. "It's all over," quietly apoko 
Dr. Douglas, and thou oama the realiza- 
tion to each witness that General Grant 
was dead. Tlioii tho doctors withdrew ; 
the nurse oloaod thu eyelids and composed 
the dead gonerars head. After which 
each of the family group pressed to tho 
hedaidu, one after snother and toughed 
their lips tu tho quiet face so lately stilled 
in tho sloop that knows no waking. 

A Mount McGregor bulletin just iaaiied 
announces that an einbalnior from New 
Vork will be aiiiiiinoned hitlior to preserve 
(ien. (iraiit's remains, hut a local under 
taker will undoubtedly conduct tho imme 
(liatu dotaila and convey thu remains to 
Now York. When the body shall havo 
reached that city tho queation of post- 
inortein will bo considoreJ and dotermined 
upon by tho family. 

Touching tho place for burial, tho gen- 
eral a month ago indicated three places 
as suiting hia wishes in that direction. 
The choice, however, was narrowed to 
two, owing to the n.itural wiah of tho gen- 
eral that his wife ahould rest beside hini. 
A strong desire has been uxpreasod to tho 
family that the burial should take placo 
in Washington, and otforta have boon [)Ut 
forth to make New York his last resting 
pl.ice. Before his death, however, he 
left tho choice of a burial spot oiitiroly to 
his son, Fred, iniposiiig as an only con- 
dition that the spot selected ahould be 
such as that Mrs. (4 rant might rest by hia 
side. Hia remains are to be removed to 
New York by ypt'cial train and there will 
be prepared for burial.

Her screw 
churned the water, but the Tokio held 
fast to her dangeroii.s position. It wan 
about high tide, and the ollicers and 
crew worked all night to draw the 
steamer t'rotii her dangerous position, 
but the tide went out, morning came, 



and she waa atill on the rocks. As the 
tide went down the whole weight of 
the vessel, estimated at about GOOO 
tons, rested on the keel, and under this 
great weight her sides began to sag. 
It was decided at once to jettison a part 
of the cargo to relieve the frame of the 
vessel of the great weight pressing a- 
gainst it. A large quantity of dour wap 
thrown overboard, and the sea was 
white for miles. 

In the afternoon of Wednesday, June 
2-1, a launch came oflf from Yokohama 
and took the passengers aboard. The 
sea retiiaini'd calm, the vessel re.stud 
quietly on the ledge of rocka. No alarm 
was felt in yokohaina tor the safety nf 
the vessel, and many hours elaiised be- 
fore tho ncccessary appliances we're got 
together for iier relief. Kvcry effort 
that waa imule to get lae Tokio oil' 
failiMl. It w'lH found that that a roi-lc 
hail punctured iier bottom in the for- 
ward compartment,and it was decideil 
to build a cofierdam around the damage, 
water being let into the afir part of 
the steamer' to keep hor steady. This, 
however, proved unhuccossful, likeotliei' 
efforts. 

SMt: (;oi-:s to imkck.s. 
Seeing that hope getting the Tokio oil' 
was wandering, Commodore Miiury 
set to work to save as much of tin- car- 
go as poM.sible. T'lio cargo for N'okohoma 
and Sbanghui was saved, but the I'urgo 
for lloiig Kong was lost. The olliceia 
and ci'ew staid by the ship day after 
day, each hour making tho chances 
of the rescue of the vessel con- 
siderably less. Finally, on Ju'y 2, a 
bout -lo'cloek in the afternoon, tho bar- 
ometer oil board sinldenly fell. The 
commodore announced that a great- 
change in the weather would quickly 
follow and ordered the crew and attacli 
es of the ship, 1.16 in all, ashore. 
Commodore IVIaury was one of the last 
to leave the vessel. Hardly liad the 
ship's company got on land when a 
terrible typhoon came up. A violent 
wind shook the masts of tlie vessel and 
as they heaved back and forth they 
rattled the plutei; of the ship and loo-ien- 
ing llie bolts and shattering the whole 
framework of the hull. The span oinwe 
higher and higher, and broke over the 
vessel disintegrating her in every part. 
Finally a aucceasion of terrible seas 
dashed oror and washed her out of 
sight. The In.st vestige of her that waa 
."ecu was the end of the forcyard. The 
ahip's oonipany stood on the lilull" and 
aaw the seas break the ship to pieces. In 
a few inomentH the Tokio was entirely 
gono from sight.

Osborne, Isle of Wight, July 23.— The 
marriage of Princess Beatrice, youngest 
daughter of Queen Victoria, to Prince 
Henry of Battenberg, was solemnized to- 
day at St. Mildred Church, Whipping 
ham, six miles from thia place.

Summer Keereatloii In the 
Woods— How to Cami» and 
What to Wear. 

The custom of goiui: into the moun- 
tains, to camp out during tfio hot weeks 
of July and August, is becoming quite 
the fashbn among 'Victorians, an absurd 

imitation uf what Ihufo is reason for in 
the east. There a trip to the mountains 
ia a relief from the unendurable heat of 
thu cities, but here with an eipiiable 
climate, very little change is experienced 
aside from the modool living. There are 
many people, however, who find a delight 
in "roughing it," at least once a year, and 
derive considerable beneBt by the con- 
auipient rest from business cares and tho 
monotonous daily existence perfurmod al- 
most mechanically nioiith after mouth in 
tho pursuit of riches. To those intend- 
ing to camp thia summer a few auggea- 
tious may not be amiss: Don't go with 
too largo a party, unless it is a military 
camp with a purpose. Take a cook along 
if possible, for though tho work of cook- 
ing ia great, thu iinpuasibility of dividing 
it properly is even greater. The more 
gooil-natiired ones are usually iinpoaed 
upon. Take a coal-nil stove, fur cooking 
over an open lire ia a smoky and discour- 
aging task, and going for wood roba camp- 
iiiU of all its charms. If a man willingly 
becoinea a hewer of wood and a drawer ot 
water he is a star camper. A half-dollar's 
worth of oil will last you a month Hnve 
a e.inudire to rally round at night if you 
wi.-.li. and lanleriia 111 the Ireu.s. Have ii 
well viMitihiled tent, willia window and 
ivali-pockela. Let in the sun no tlie 
ground may bo warmed and dry fur the 
night. If you sleep on the ground have 
a rubber blanket under you, but a very 
stroiit;, comfortable and clieap bed can ho 
made from a few boards, with interlaced 
packing twine slretched across. Uon'l 
oopend on salted [n'ovisions or other 
coarse food. Kresli meat, if yoil can get 
It; canned beef; prefervci rather than 
jellies, and not sardines or anything else 
which is properly a relLsh and not a food. 
Thu appetite should be superior to such 
thini;s. I'leei^s of carpet on tlie grass are 
belter than h.uuniocks, and boxes than 
the ordiii.ary cam|iatools fur seats. The 
latler also make excellent cupboards when 
nailed to trees. \ table of some sort is 
essential tu comfort. There should be 
plenty ot light reading;, a number of ll iga 
anil as much muaic aa possible. Coin 
fortera are better than blankets, for they 
gather no biirra. Safety [una are ciui- 
vuniont for the washing and tin baaiiis for 
the toilet. If yon camp near a atream, 
and there are gnats or other kinds of 
mosquitoes, you will usually escape them 
by moving further from it. As for cos- 
tuineH, cauviis shoes with hob units, denim 
t.rowai i's, gra}' (n.d blue) shirts and a light 
felt hat constitute a go. id oultit. There 
were some coatumos for ladies thia year 
with broad horizontal stripes that were 
sinking but a[>pr(>priate, as are blooi^iers 
and canvas shoes.

The New York Mail and Express thus 
speaks of the now play that has made 
such a hit, and which will be seen here.

The person actually engaged as 
ihe private aecretary in tiie Mnglish gen- 
tleiiiaij's hoii.ie is a curate of nmst nrthn 
do.\ ineliiialiona and moat weak hams and 
wit, and the jiursun who takes hia place 
and a clerical dress for a frolic is a gay 
young man about town. There is an uncle 
just back from India and a jolly old fel- 
low, there ia a maiden housekeeper in the 
family, there ia a rather ipiick -wilted 
tailor with bills due who tries to get into 
good society, and tlisre are two silly young 
daughters of the country gentlemaii, and 
several iiisigiiilicaiit characters. 'Ihe puna 
and situations, and make up and eccentri- 
city of the characters and the general ac- 
tion are not novel, and there is a distinct 
Havoi ..f aniiipiity in tho methods used to 
produce laughter. Nevertheleas the piece 
was capitally played, and the audience 
was keiit in roars of laughter throuuhout 
the three acts. Altogether, "The Pri- 
vate Secretary," in tho extremely clover 
aud artistically acted version presented in 
the Madison Sipiaro Thestre, is one'if Ihe 
most laughable things ever seen on the 
stagii, and one of the cleanest and best of 
ral tliog fiirees,"
